FOUGHT ALL OVER THE YARD. 


BUT HE FINALLY CAPTURED THE 
FIERCE NEGRO. 


Then He Sat on the Thief, Searched 
Him, Recovered His Property, 
Tied the Fellow and Sent for 
a Policeman. 


After a desperate, hand-to-hand battle, 8. 
J. Weigel of 2837 Washington avenue c2p- 
tured a negro burglar and tied him to the 
rear porch Wednesday morning at 4:30 
o'clock. Having secured his man Mr. Wel- 
gel calmly recovered his own property and 
took a watch which he guessed the fellow 
had stolen somewhere else. 

It was a rough-and-tumble fight all over 
the back yard between Mr. Weigel and the 
burglar, and no weapons were used on 
either sidé until the negro was subdued, 
when Mr. Weigel held him in subjection by 
a free show of a big revolver. s#ut when 
Mr. Weigel attacked the negro he had no 
knowledge that he was not armed, and he 
appreciates now what a tremendous risk 
he ran. At the time he did not give it a 
thought. He was bent only on eapturing

The capture was so complete and so clev- 
erly and gallantly accomplished as to be 
aimost amusing in the telling. 

The home of the Weigels is a stone front 
house, the first floor of which is about 10 
feet from the ground.

The kitchen windows 
are fully 10 feet from the brick-paved yard, 
and the wall under them is smooth, seem- 
ingly affording no chance for a burglar to 
climb to the sill. But this particular burg- 
lar was wise enough to provide himself 
with an accomplice. 

The kitchen window was down, but not 
locked, and there is a sliding screen. The 
blinds were open. It is evident.now thai 

he burglar climed upon the shoulders of 
his associate and thence through the win- 
dow, which he could easily open. One of 
the roomers in the next house saw another 
negro in the back yard just before the 
burglar was discovered in the Weigel 
house. 

At 4:30 o'clock it is almost broad daylight. 
About that time Mrs. Weigel was aroused. 
Sitting up she eew a negro just jeaving the 
room in’ the dtreetion "6? fic “kitehen. She 
was too frightened to utter words, but she 
managed to awakin her husband by an 
inarticulate cry. Mr. Weigel awWoke just 
in time to catch sight of the form as it 
passed through the door. lt was crouch- 
ing, and Mr. Welgel thought it was his 
niece, who had come downstairs for some- 
thing and was returning. By. this time 
Mrs. Weigel had found her voice and she 
screamed that it was a burglar. 

Mr. Weige! rolled out of bed and dashed 
after the retreating maraudcir. The burg- 
Jar had taken the precaution to unlock the 
kitchen door opening on the back porch, 
but had neglected to unlock the screen 
door. He started to run with a palrof Mr. 
Weigel’s trousers over his arm as soon as 
he heard Mrs. Weigel’s scream. He ran 
against the screen door and lost a moment 
getting’ it uniatched. As he dashed 
through. Mr. Weigel, barefooted and in his 
night clothes. was right at his heels. 

The negro leaped to the back yard and 
before he could recover himself Mr. Weigel 
took the jump and Janded on the negro’s 
buck. A desperate struggle ensued. The 
negro fought lke a demon, but Mr. Weigel 
notwithetanding his 530 years, has never go 
over the athietic training of his youth. 
They fought al! over the yard, but the 
negro finally jerked loose and ran for the 
rear fence.

TIED A BURGLAR 


ONE. MORE 
DISAPPEARANCE. 


James M. Anderson’s Name 
Added to the List. 


LAST SEEN ON 


JUNE 1. 


HE CAME TO ST. LOUIS FROM 
LITTLE ROCK. 


Was Well Supplied With Money and 
Has Completely Dropped Out of 
Sight — His Wife Much 
Alarmed. 


Another name must be added to the start- 
ling list of mysterious disappearances 
which confronts the St. Louis police. 

James M Anderson, a prominent and 
prosperous business man of Hot Springs, 
Ark., came to St. Louis the morning of 
June 1, registered at the Terminal! Hotel, 
paid his bill and left in the evening. From 
that time to this he has not been seen or 
heard from. His wife is frantic with sus- 
pense and is convinced he has met with 
foul play. 

Nothing is known of Anderson at the Ter- 
minal Hotel beyond the bare fact of his 
having stopped there one day. 

His name is on the book under date of 
June 1, and there is a record of his having 
paid his bill. Clerk aaecene, who was at 
the hotel Wednesday, said he was not on 
duty on June 1, and he could give no in- 
formation about Anderson. He said it was 
not likely that the clerk who was on duty 
would remember him. 

A telegrams from Hot Springs to the Post- 
Dispatch says: 

a eS Andersce wrote his wife on Termi- 
nal Hote! letterhead, His wife is aimost 
frantic over his continued silence, believing 
him to be the victim of foul play. 

‘“‘Anderson returned from am extended Bu- 
ropean tour a few months ago, having vis- 
ited while abroad his parents and old home 
in England. He has been a resident of this 
city for twenty-five years and for the past 
seven or eight years has beer: prominently 
connected with the Arlington Hotel. 

‘When he left he etaied he intended to 
soon cpen in this city an auction house and 
had to make some purchases in St. Louis 
before doing it. He has a wife and two 
children.’’ 

There is no intimation from Hot Springs 
that Andereon wes given to dissipation or 
habits that might lead to his falling in with 
evil associates in St. Louis. This telegram 
end one received Tuesday indicate that he 
had a large sum of money. 

The most likely theory with which to ex- 
plain Da, Gisappearance is that he -was 
trapped DY confidencé men at or near the 
Station, and wus robbed and beaten, possi- 
bly killed, The Union Station gang of confi-

They resort to every 
method known 10 'ttheir class in committing 
robberies. There are confidence men, 
strong-arm men, “big-mit’’ men and 
“knockout drops” are an adjunct to their 
trade.

Justice Court Suit With Fun- 
ny and Serious Phases. 


MEMBERS OF A FAMILY AT OUTS 


IT ALL HAPPENED AT 2602 CARO- 
LINE STREET. 


Now the Bruegels and the Oldendorfs 
Are Airing Their Disagreement 
Before Hanley, J. P., in a 
Suit for Damages. 


Justice Hanley set to work Wednesday to 
get to the bottom of the troubles that 
have set one family against another at 
2002 Caroline. street, and resulted in a guit 
for damages. The case has humorous aS- 
pects but there are grave features to it 
also, one of which points to a revival of a 
practice that brought the old system of 
justice courts into disrepute. 

Mrs. Margaret Bruegel, a widow, owns 


the two-story house 2602 Caroline street, 
and iives there with her two daughters, Ida 
and Polly. Her son Gus lives with his 
wife, Dr. &. Bruegel, at 2051 Easton avenue. 

As Mrs. Bruegei's family was too smal! 
to occupy aj! of the house she rented the 
first floor to John Oldendorf, who has a 
wife, a daughter dnd a son. Both the gon 
and the daughter are students of the piano 
as an instrument calcuiated to shed glad- 
ness and light through a household. Miss 
Ida Bruegei is a pianist of great skill and 
she teaches others how to bring out the 
giadness and light. Thus, it would seem 
the Oldendorfs and the Bruegels were 
happily joined under one roof. 

Miss Oldenhorf, whose first name is Sa- 
loma, is a stenographer, employed by the 
Sanders Engraving Co. She earns her own 
money. She left at liberty to take music 
lessons, and naturally she took them from 
Miss Ida Bruegel. Her brother Irwin didn’t 
take lessons, but he pegged away on his 
piano industriously, beginning usually at 6 
o’clock in the morning. 

In Jariuary last there. was friction be- 
tween the two families. Miss Saloma Old- 
endorf quit taking lessons from Miss Ida 
Bruegel and engaged a professor to teach 
her how to make music. Shortly thereaf- 
ter Mrs. Bruegel developed a distaste for 
piano music as purveyed by her tenants 
and she complained that early morning 
practice disturbed her and deprived her of 
her rest to an extent not to be endured. 

There were various bickerings and finally 
on May 11 the Oldendorfs were given notice 
to move. Mane pecelss it, rented another 
house and he @n who moves furniture 
to call. Then the Brnegetwpat in a claim for 
back rent and wouldn't let the moving man 
take anything out of the house. 

It is claimed that they said they had an 
eens on the goods which they did not 

ave. 

There was a sharp controversy. The Old- 
endorfs claim that there were threats of 
violence from the Bruegels, particularly 
Miss Ida Bruegel, who, they say, said the 
Oldendorfs’ furniture shouldn’t leave that 
house except over her dead body, and Gus 
Bruegel, who had come over to see that his 
mother had her rights. - 

The Oldendorfs hunted up Lawyer Be 
Reinberger and he brought suit for them 
against Mrs. Bruegel for $500 damages. 

The Oldendorfs are still living at 2602 Car- 
oline street, and meanwhile the rent on the 
other house is running on. 

The most serious features of the case is 
the claim that a man who represented him- 
self to be a constable called on the Olden- 
dorfs and stated that he had an attach- 
ment on the furniture. No such attachment 
was ever issued, and it is claimed that the 
statement that it had been was a ruse to 
frighten the Oldendorfs into paying what 
Mrs. Bruegel charged that they owed ner. 
This trick was frequently played in the 
old days before Denny Devoy’s Justice of 
the Peace law went into effect. Constables 
or pretended constables forced many a ten- 
ant to pay rent with only a bare pretense 
of legal form, This is the first case of the 
sort that has come into public notice since 
the Devoy law went into force. 

Another serigqus feature is that of unlaw- 
fu] detainer. 

ut the serious features were overshad- 
owed at the trial by others that sometimes 
made Judge Hanley hold his fan in front 
of his face to hide a smile. 

Mr. Oldendorf was the first witness. He 
told how he rented part of Mrs. Bruegel’s 
house about a@ year ago and how his wife 
was notified to leave on May 11, and how 
they were not permitted to leave and how 
he thought he had been sued, but wasn’t. 

Mrs. Oldendorf was the next witness. She 
is a brown-eyed firm-chinned woman of #0 
or possibly 45 years, and a perfect willing- 
ness to tell all about the troubles of the 
two families. 

Mr. Stuttemeyer, attorney for Mrs. Brue- 
gel, had a hard time with her all along. She 
said the sole cause of the controversy was 
the fact that her daughter quit taking 
music lessons from Miss Ida Bruegel. 

“Why, until Saloma engaged the profes- 
sor,”” said Mrs. Oldendorf, ‘“‘she couldn't 
practice enough to suit Mrs. Bruegel. After 
that Mrs. Bruegel gaid she cowWdn’t have 
music in the house in the morning; it dis- 
turbed her. But Miss Ida plays and sings 
every morning at 6 o'clock.” 

“Sings, too, does she?” said the Judge. 

‘‘Yes. sir; I should say she does sing.” 

“She's a bird?’ said the court. 

“Yes, an early bird,’ responded Mrs, O!d- 
endorf. . 

Miss Ida Bruegel, who is large and has a 
plump white 
vantage above the band of a low-cut or 
gandie dress, leaned forward and whispered 
to Lawyer Stuttemeyer, who was cross-ex- 
amining the witness. 

“What about your son playing?’ said Mr. 
Stuttemeyer. ' 

“He quit playing because Mrs. Bruegel 
objecteg,”” sa:d Mrs. Oldendorf, sharply. 

After the matter of piano playing had 
been discussed exhaustively, the subject of 
certain flowers that Mrs. Oldendorf was 
allewed to bave damaged was gone into. The 
families both reised plants in their com- 
mon yard The defense tried to a out 
that Mrs. Oldendorf trampled on Mrs, Brue- 
gel’s flowers while taking up her own. 

“T didn’t do ‘t,.”’ she said. “Il am too fond 
of flowers for that. I dearly love flowers.”’ 

“Were the flowers planted separately?’ 
said Attorney Stuttemeyer. 

“You don’t suppose they grew om top of 
each other, do you?’ retorted the witness 
tartly. 

Then Mr. Stuttemeyer got angry and 
abandoned the yo into the floral 
department of the Oldendorf-Bruege! feud. 
He went into the matter of the expense 
Mrs. Oldendorf had gone to in cleaning the 
new house, preparatory to leaving the old, 
After this there was a long colloquy about 
bath tubs and gas stoves and the difference 
between a water cock and the faucet of a 
hydrant.

They Capture a Robber of 
Big Four Freight. 


POLICEMEN WERE SEALED IN. 


AT BROOELYN THE ROBBERS 
BROKE THE SEAL. 


Two of the Plunderers Escaped, But 
Frank Miller of St. Louis Is in 
Custody at the East Side 
Station. 


A series of wholesale robberies that have 
been puzzling the Big Four Railway off- 
cials on the East Side for several months, 
owing to the fact that the company’s em- 
ployes were unable to fix the identity of the 
robbers, were at least partially explained 
by the clever capture of Frank Miller, one 
of the robbers, in the act of looting a car 
at Brooklyn at 9 o’clock Tuesday night. 

‘Miller was caught by Chief of Police 
Hauss and Sergts. Tom Walsh and Jim 


Cooney, who were locked in a car of mer- 
chandise in East St. Louis and under the 
gwulse of ‘‘hoboes,”’ = before the train 
left the yards on the Levee. 

It was the custom of the robbers to 
“epot’ a particular car of merchandise 
while loading in the East St. Louis yards 
jand note the leaving time of the train in 
which the car was “made up” and then 
watch its movements until the train ar- 
rived in Brookiyn. If the hour was after 
nightfall and the train stopped in Brook- 
lyn for orders, the thieves at once broke 
the seal of the car-door and usually un- 
loaded about half of the contents before 
the train -pulled out of Brooklyn. The 
stolen merchandise was undoubtedly dis- 
posed of in St. Louis. 

This much was ascertained by Chief 
Hauss after a careful summing up of the 
situation. Tuesday the Chief was ready for 
action and unfolded his scheme to Ser- 
feants Walsh and Cooney. The officers 
enlisted the aid of the Big Four night yard 
crew and secured permiss:on to be locked 
in the “‘spotted”’ car of merchandise due to 
leave the Bast Side at 9 o’clock. 

The officers stationed themselves in the 
car and the ‘“‘sealer’’ fastened them in. 
The engineer was given instructions to stop 
at Brooklyn for orders, the Chief and his 
assistants assuring the trainmen that they 
were not particularly desirous of ‘“‘hoboing”’ 
further than that point in a closed freight 
car, with the mercury in the 9a. 
Accordingly the train came to a dead 
stop in Brooklyn. Before it had slacked 
up entirely, however, Chief Hauss, Walsh 
and Cooney heard a peculiar noise at the 
west door of the car. It was somebody at- 
tempting to break the seal. The attempt 
just then was a failure, but the thieves— 
there were three of them—climbed. over 
the car and renewed their efforts at the 
east door. 

By the time the train stopped the seal of 
that door was broken. Then the door was 
opened and suddenly a pair of hands were 
observed in the starlight searching for a 
hold and the. next instant Miller was in 
the car. 

The policeman was ready for the emerg- 
ency. The officers made a rush for the 
robber in the car and he whipped out a 
revolver. It was levelled at the chief, but 


Sergt. 
Miller was pinioned by Walsh and Cooney. 
Chief Hauss was aware that only one Man 
would climb into the car and that the 
train could stop only five minutes. 
had to act quickly. Jumping from the car 
he seized one of the two men on the 
ground, but the prisons gave a lurch and 
the chief secured only his hat. The other 
one in the meantime darted under the car 
and was followed by the man whose hat 
the chief had secured. By this time the 
train was moving away and Chief Hauss 
clambered back into the car and the three 
officers rode to Granite City and left the 
train with their prisoner.

Miller is 27 years old and says his home 
is in Bloomington... He says he married a 
Bloomington girl five years ago, but they 
separated and he drifted to St. Joseph, Mo., 
and thence to St.

WRECK OF NEW RICHMOND. 


No Tornado Ever Made Destruction 
More Complete. 

NEW RICHMOND, June 14.—To-day’s es- 
timate places the fatalities of the tornady 
at 10. No storm ever wreught more thor- 
ough destruction. More than half of the 
people are homeless and not one store 
stands in all the place. The ruing rise on 
'all sides from splintered boards and broken 

trees to a great heaped-up pile, in the cen- 

ter of which once stood a row of store 
buildings. All about are the wrecks of other 
business blocks, with thelr wares scat- 

tered everywhere. . 

The tornado utterly wiped cut four solid 

blocks of stores and business bulldings. 

The Main street bridge lies a twisted maés 
_on the bank of the river. It was caught up 
from its pinions without leaving a trace 
of how it was torn-eaway. 

Residences all :hroush the oity, except in 
the outskirts, are entirely demolished. Dead 
horses are ecatiered all through the busi- 
ness portion, Where they were Killed by fly- 
ing timbers as they ran, frightened, from a 
livery stable. 

Splintered buggies, parts of the stocks of 
dry goods and other merchants’ light wares, 
limbe of trees, stove legs, wires and every 
conceivable object, is littered about with 
timbers, biicks and mortar, whicn once 
| formed buildings. 

Almost every person who was here has at 
' least one scratch as a memento of the tor- 
‘nado, and scores with heads bandaged and 
arms in slings are to be seen climbing over 
ruins, disputing as to what buildings 
stood over this and that mass of ruins. 
Opinions difter as to the total loss in prop- 
erty. Financial loss has been overshadowed 
and forgotten in the terrors of the loss of 
fe. New Richmond was, however, one of 
the most prosperous towns in Wisconein 
and the metropolis of this saction of the 

State. It.was well and solidly built, with 
residences of an excellent grade... It is 

nrabable, therefore, that the

At the time the tornado struck the oown 

was filled with citizens and country people 
and the streets were thronged. About 6:40 
o'clock a heavy thunder storm came up 
from the southwest. It rained heavily, witn 
severe lightning. The result was to drive 
every one indoors. The storekeepers threw 
their doors wide open and the people flocked 
into them. Following the rain came the 
tornado. It was observed far off in the 
southwest by the people on the streets and 
in doorways. It Was a heavy bank of black 
clouds, with a streaking af lighter clouds 
of dust beneath. Below hung the twisting 
funnel. lt whirled and jumped for 10 miles 
before it struck the outskirts of New Rich- 
mond. All those who saw that cloud and 
heard the rushing, whistling roar of the 
wind rushed for the cellars.. It is surpris- 
ing to find how many reached them. There 
was time for people to run as far as three 
blocks before the storm struck.

No bodies were recovered from the tor- 
nado ruins last night, the work being aban- 
doned on account of ‘the heavy rain which 
fell during the greater part of the night 
and Partly by exhaustion of the working 
parties, 

No organized movement ‘iooking to the re- 
covery of the. dead or the distribution of 
supplies has been inaugurated as yet, but 
order is beginning finally to show amld the 
chaos and demoralhization which has been 
prevalent since the storm. 

Telegrams from all points of the country, 
from San Francisco to Boston, are pouring 
into New Richmond asking for the safety 
of relatives and frierds. No official list of 
the dead and injured has been kept and re- 
plies to mamy of these inquiries will neces- 
sarily be slow.

“On and after June 7 all new employes 
of this company will be paid $1.36 a day. 

This was one of the concessions made by 
the company. It had been the custom to 
require new hands to work the frst month 
for $1.2. The only other concession was in 
regard to the number of bricks to constitute 
a wheelbarrow load. 

The men go back to work at $1.3 a day, 
the same as they were getting before they 
struck. 

The strikers at the Winkle Terra Cotta 
Works were not taken back. President 
Joseph Winkle told them he had no use 
for ‘thea at present. He claime that he was 
paying more than the other firms when the 
men struck and resents what he considers 
the injustice of their course.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Mr. Henry O. 
Havemeyer, president of the American Su- 
gar Refining Co., was examined by the In- 
dustrial Commission to-day in connection 
with its investigation of trusts. His testi- 
mony related almost wholly to the sugar 
industry and he opened with a vigorous at- 
tack upon the customs tariff, which he de- 
clared was the “mother of all trusts.”’ be- 
coming such by providing “inordinate pro- ) y 
tection. to manufactured articles. This at- 
tack was made in a written statemept, 
which he read. 

Mr. Havemeyer eeserted that a tariff of 
10 per ce it Was as high as any tariff should 
be. He contended that sugar is discrimi- 
nated against im the tariff in the interest of 
the Louisiana cane growers, the beet sugar 
makers and the sugar growers of the Ha- 
waiian Ielands. To these interests, he con- 
tended, the United States contributed $24,- 
W,000, which was taken cut of the pockets 
uf the people. ‘The protection on sugar 
amounted to only one-eighth of a cent a 
pound, or about 3 per cent ad valorem. li 
ought to be twice as much. “What the su- 
gar refining business thas paid or is paying 
represents nothing more than an adequate 
return on the capital invested,’ he said. 
What Congress shovid have done was to 
have put an internal revenue tax om the 
American’ production of sugar. The repre- 
sentations made in Congress concerning thie 
trust, he declared, were untrue; if it were 
a fact that the people suffered from trusts 
they must blame the proiective tariff sys- 
tem beyond the one-eighth of a cent given.’ 


DENVER, Colo., June 14.—The — three 
thousand employes of the trust smelters in 
Denver, Pueblo and Leadville, walked out 
at noon to-day after having extinguished the 
fires in the big furnaces and put everything 
in perfect order for a season of idleness. 
Within 48 hours, it is predicted, most of the 
mines in Leadville, Aspen, Creede, Ouray 
and the other mining camps of the State, 
with the exception of Cripple Creek, will 
be closed, throwing thousannds of miners 
out of employment. 

The low grade metalliferous mines of San 
Juan County already have been forced to 
cease operations by the strike at the Du- 
rango Smelter. 

All shipments of ore and fuel to the smel- 
ters have been ordered stopped. As a re- 
sult many coal mines are preparing to re- 
duce thelr production and some will close. 
Almost every industry in the State will be 
affected. 


The strike is due to the refusal of the 
American Smelting and Refining Company 
to pay the same wages for eight hours as it 
has paid heretofore for ten or 12 hours, or 
in fact, to negotiate with the smeltermen's 
union concerning a scale to be paid under 
the eight hour law which becomes effective 
June 15. 

The smelter employes rejected the offer 
of the smelter owners to continue to work 
at the present rate of wages until the con-

MUTILATED BODY IDENTIFIED. 


It Is That of a Sailor Who Went 
Ashore With a Pocketful of Money. 
NEW YORK, June 14.—The dismembered 

body, portions of which were’ found float- 
ing off Rayriage and along the Brooklyn 
ahore, has been identified by Thomas Clark, 
a life-saver at a Coney Island bathing es- 
tablishment as that of one of a party of 
three sallors whom he had seen at the 
beach on Friday.

Replying to a question by Prof. Jenks 
after he had concluded the reading of hie 
paper, (Mr. (Havemeyer said the American 
company was capitalizing for much less 
than it was worth. ‘But for the clamor 
against truets,”"’ he said, ‘it could be sold 
for three times its capitalization.’’ Yet he 
thought the refineries could be duplicated 
for $35,000,000 or $40,000,000. ‘‘The present ca- 
pacity of the trust is,” he said, ‘'45,000 
barrels a day, and the output 390,000."" He 
thought the trust was refining about 90 per 
cent of the sugar refined in the United 


States. 

The witness spoke freely of the method¢ 
of the company in preserving and extending 
its business. Of the earlier history of the 
enterprise he said he did not fight the 
Harrison Refinery at Philadelphia. ‘But 
we had to fight Spreckels when he came 
into the field with his enonmous plant. We 
We had to or suspend our dividends. We 
went into the fight and we kept it up until 
we got the refinery.’’ 

The late drop in the price of sugar had 
been caused by the starting of new refin- 
eries which had threatened to take § per 
cent of the business. “It was a part of 
our policy to put prices down and let the 
Soper take the result whatever it may 
re. 

Mr. Havemeyer then went on to say that 
what the company did it did not do for mo- 
tives of philanthropy—that it had its own 
shareholders to protect. “‘Anybody can Buy 
our stock,”’ he continued, “and as a conse- 
quence the public owns the stock. But I 
doubt whether any one would want any 
of the stock of the independent refineries.”’ 

“How many stockholders have you?’ 
asked Prof. Jenks. 

‘A bout 11,000,"" he replied, “enough to take 
Case pee they would take it if they 
could.” 

The latter remark was made in a light 
vein. He stated as his opinion that the 
Cuban eugar should be brought in free of 
duty and that this course would bring 
refined sugar down to 3 cents a vound.

RESULT OF EXPERIMENTS, 


Scientists Show That the Common Use 
of Alcohol as Food is Not 
Desirable. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MIDDLBTOWN, Conn., June 14.—At the 
meeting of the Middletown Scientific Asso- 
ciation last night Prof. W. G. Atwater of 
Wesleyan University made further reports 
on his experiments with aicohol’s effect on 
the human system. 

He gave a s&s ry of the results ob- 
tained from experiment upon a man in the 
respiration calorimeter. These experiments 


were conducted by a committee of fifty for 
the investigation of the drink problem. 

The progress of the experiment is offi- 
cially described as follows: 

‘Pure alcohol was administered with wa- 
ter or coffee. The alcohol was taken with an 
ordinary diet of meat, breed, butter, milk, 
sugar and the like. The amount ba day 
was equal to about two and a half ounces 
of absolute alcohol, abou: as muoh as would 
he contained in five or six ounces or three 
average glasses of whisky, or In a bottle of 
claret or Rhine wine. 

“It was given in six doses, three with 
meals and three between meals. 

“Three important results were observed. 

“First. the alcohol was oxidized, |. ¢é., 
burned as completely as bread, meat, or any 
other food. 

‘Second, in the oxidaticn ail of the po- 
tential energy of the alcohol was trans- 
formed into heat and muscular power In 
other words, the body made the same use 
of the energy of the alcohol as of that of 
sugar, starch and other ordinary food ma- 
terials. 

“Third, the alcohol protected the material

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A SHAMEFUL SITUATION. 


After overrunning a large section of the Island of Luzon, 
the American army finds itself back in Manila fighting desper- 
ately tu hold the defenses of that city. 

Commander John D. Ford, fleet engineer of the Asiatic 
squadron, who has just returned to this country, says: “When 
I left Manila May 9 we held not quite as much ground as was 
ours during the first part of August last year, and our lines 
were restricted to the suburbs of Manila.”’ 

That the situation has become still worse since Commander 
Ford left will be seen by reference to the map printed in the 
Post-Dispatch, showing the battleground where Lawton is 
surrounded by Filipinos. A few months ago all the territory 
along Manila Bay, from Cavite to the city of Manila, was in 
American possession. Aguinaldo’s army is intrenched there 
now and Lawton is having a hard fight to dislodge them. 

Is the political blunder of criminal aggression to be followed 
by a military paralysis? The island can be conquered if men 
enough are employed. But there seems to be no energetic in- 
telligence at Washington ready to take the responsibility of 
acknowledging that the war is hopeless with a small army. 
Military men insist that an army of 75,000 or 100,000 must be 
sent out, but the President seems to be afraid to face the 
difficulty he himself has created. Gen. Miles might put some 
life into the nerveless gang, but he is “in political disgrace,”’ 
and therefore his talents are not available. 

The situation is shameful. We are sinking into a morass of 
syndicate politics in which decency and honor, to say nothing 
of material welfare are completely lost sight of. Who will 
pull us out? 


The President of Guatemala is trying to buy arms from the 
United States Government to put down an impending revolu.~ 
tion. To be consistent with our expansion policy we should 
seize Guatemala and all the other little American republics 
that have revolutions. They do not know how to govern 
themselves and it is our duty to teach them, though it is 
only 34 years since we had a great civil war of our own, 
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OPPRESSION OR FRAUD. 


In organizing a trust the first act of the promoters is to 
vastly increase the capitalization of the combined plants. 

In order to pay returns on this increased capitalization it is 
necessary that the earning capacity of the combined plants be 
greatly increased. The expense of production must be reduced 
or the price of the trust article increased. As most of the 
trusts have at least doubled their capitalization, there must be 
a corresponding reduction in force or wages, or both, or a cor- 
responding increase in prices; that is the producers, con- 
summers or workingmen, or all of them, must be oppressed. 

If the earning capacity of the combined plants is not or 
cannot be increased to give fair returns on the increased cap- 
italization, then the capitalization is a fraud and the pur- 
chasers of certificates are swindled. 

Let those who have honest doubts as to the ethical character 
of the trust as now organized and conducted, study this 


dilemma.

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Analysis Showing the Iniquities of 


the Monopoly Measure Now 
Before Gov. Stephens. 


The Street Railway Consolidation bill which the Governor is etudying so hard Is 
@ masterpiece of cunning and impudence. It egitenct Apetreccncregornentiphar §, tbplisaginn t 
quire every street railroad in St. Louis, issue. stock without limit, and tax the peo- 
ple to pay dividends thereon.

The Governor says he can’t make up his mind tare this bill creates a trust 
or not. He is opposed to monopoly but isn’t sure that this bill contemplates a 
se sone. of the bill is in sections 14 and 16. The iniquitous character of the 
measure is there stated in terms which cannot be misunderstood even by those who 
wish to misunderstand. 

The seventh clause of the 14th section provides that the corporation formed by 
authority 6f this act shall have power “to purchase, lease or acquire by other lawful 
contract, which shall include the right to purchase the capital stock and bonds of 
other street railroad companies, and to hold and dispose of the same, and to hold, use 
and operate any street railyoad or roads, with all and eingular, its or their franchises 
and properties of every description belonging to any other street railroad corporation 
or corporations.’’ 

This is the consummation of years of effort on the part of franchise grabbers to 
impose their iniquitous rule upon the City of St. Louis. But the Governor isn’t sure. 

Section 16 provides that “any company formed under this act, or accepting the 
provisions thereof, may increase its capital stock or bonded Indebtedness from time 
to time by the authority of the vote of a majority of the stockholders of such com- 
Dany ’’ 

What this means is clear in the light of announcements of expected issues of stocks 
and bonds which will bring the capitalization to about $75,000,000, or three times what 
the properties are worth, and that is only a beginning. Nobody expects the gentlemen 
interested in the precious scheme to stop short at any such issue of stock. The capi- 
talization of a monepoly is not limited save by the ability of the people who are com- 
belled to use it, to meet its exactions. 

But Judge Priest magnanimously procured an amendment expressly designed to pre- 
tect the people from the exactions of his monopoly. At the end of the section authoriz- 
ing consolidation this proviso appears: ‘“‘And provided further, such roads connect 
with or intersect each other, so as to allow eingle passage one Way over éach road for 
a@ single fare.’’ 

This, we are told, provides for transfers so that a continuous passage over ail the 
roads one way may be had for one fare. But in the first place it is not mandatory but 
permissive. Single passages for single faresare ‘“‘allowed’’ but not obl‘gatory.. The com- 
pany may issue transfers or not, as it pleases. However that may be, it will be ob- 
served that the armmendment does not provide for a single fare one way.over all roads. A 
single fare may procure a single passage over “each road’’ but not over all. It is not 
a comprehensive system of transfers that js contemplated but a very iimited systetn, 
and that is not obligatory under this provision. 

The Governor cannot find any “protection” for the public in this clumsy juggle. 
Not even the marines would be deceived by it. But it 18 the only compensation offered 
to the people of St. Louis in return for a privilege worth millions, The effect of this con- 
solidation section is to give away public property the value of which may be meas- 
ured by the amount of capitalization over and above the value of the actual plant. If 
the capitalization is $75,000,000 this franchise or public value is probably not less than 
$50,000,000. And as business increases without additional expense the value will grow. 
The wealth of the people is given to the corporation and then the people are compelled 
to pay interest on this wealth to the samé corporation. 

It might be useful to study the fourth and fifth clauses of the léth section of this 
act. 

As originally proposed the fourth clause empowered the corporation “to acquire by 
grant or condemnation a right of way not to exceed 3 feet in width over private prop- 
erty, and to construct or maintain and operate its road thereon.” 

As amended by Judge Priest and finally passed the words ‘‘or condemnation” are 
omitted. 

The fifth clause, as originally proposed, read: ‘To exercise the power of.emineni 
domain to the same extent and in the sammé manner as steam railroad companies, 
whenever and wherever necessary to extend or complete its route of acquire depvuts, 
power house sites or terminals.”’ , 

As amended and passed, this reads: 
house sites or terminals. 

Just what and how much is surrendered by these amendments? Does the corpora- 
tion expect to rely upon legislation already in existence for the powers not granted in 
these two amended clauses? Condemnation proceedings are not provided for, but may 
they not be instituted by authority found elsewhere? The exercise of the power of 
eminent domain is not autborized, but neither is it expressly forbidden. May it not be 
derived from some other statutory provisien?

The citizen will no longer have the 
convenience of a rival line three of four blocks distant when the road he is accustom- 
ed to use is tied up. There is no rival line. Being in command of the field, the 
company wili give such service as the ‘‘economies” require, but the people will get no! 
corresponding reduction in fares. To regulate such a corporation will be well nigh 
impossible, for the political power of $100,000,000 Is past finding out. ‘The city govern- 
ment will ‘be well governed by this gigantic trust, for the benefit of the trust, and the 
people will hang on by the straps. . . 

This bill is a monopoly act in every line. It does not profess to be anything else. 
It gives the lie to every profession of anti-trust sentiment, and commits the State to a 
principle only less favorable to trust monopoly than that of the New Jersey char- 
ters.

HOW THE CARS GO AT THE LOOP. 


The Suburban’s track on Fourth street, from Elm street, is east of the two ca- 
ble tracks of the People’s Railway. At Locust street the Suburban turns. crossing 
the cable tracks and utilizing the National tracks to Sixth street, where its own 
tracks begin. The north track on Locust street is also used by the cars of the 
Northern Central and Union divisions of the National. Their termini is at Fourth 
and Locust and cars are transferred for return by means of the switches shown in 
the illustration. The Suburban is delayed most when the other lines use trailers 
in the morning and evening. Before the motor car crosses from the south to the 
north track, the trailer is uncoupled. When the car is switched, the trailer is 
pushed down on the north track,to the end. The motor car then backs over the 
other switch to the south track and pulls the trailer over to the north track, ready 
for the trip uptown. It is during this switching that the delay occurs.

Trouble continues at Fourth and Locust streets between the National lines 


and the Suburban Railway Co. 

One collision was the result of Wednesday morning’s maneuvers. 

The Union and Northern Central lines utilized both switches on Locust 
street in transferring motor cars and trailers from the south to the north track. 

This work consumes some minutes and compels the Suburban cars entering 
Locust street across the two cable tracks from Fourth street, to wait until it is 
accomplished. Suburban officials claim that the National people waste time on the 
switches, thus disarranging their schedufe. 

The congestion of cars at that point Wednesday morning was as great as it 
has been at any time since the Suburban utilized its loop. At one time Subur- 
ban cars were blocked to Pine street. 

When such delay occurs the Fourth street cable suffers. The close proximity 
of the Suburban’s track to the cable’s north-bound track along Fourth street pre- 
vents the latter's cars from passing the electric.’ At Locust street the Suburban 
motormen run their cars across the south-bound cable tracks to take advantage 
of any momentary clearness of the National track. This stops the south-bound 
cable cars, and this road suffers in the war between the other two. 

At 8 o’clock Wednesday morning such a situation existed. Cable and electric 
cars stood on Fourth street from Washington avenue to Pine street. Motor car 
No. 217 of the Union line was switching ts trailer. Benton car No. 346 of the 
Suburban road was at the head of a long string of cars waiting to enter Locust 
street. The motorman had been instructed to follow the Union car so closely that 
the Northern Central train could not get into the switch before the Fourth street 
congestion had been relieved. 

When the Union car started out from the south to the north track, the Sub- 
urban motorman threw on his current. The Union car was partly on the main 
track, when it suddenly stopped. The Benton car side-wiped it. 

The frail wood gave way and a series of holes, extending nearly the length of 
the car, was jagged into the side. The sign board above the windows’ was 
crushed, and the whole car knocked awry. 

The crowd that had for half an hour been watching the growth of the conges- 
tion, cheered lustily. There was a hasty conference between the starters of the 
different lines, but the Suburban people had no explanations to offer. Their car 
was uninjured. 

This was the second car on the Union line to be badly damaged and the fact 
greatly incensed the National officials. 

Each company claims it is doing all in its power to relieve the situation and 
the National people deny that they are consuming unnecessary time ,on_ the 
switches. : 

. So far there has been no exhibition of temper or remissness by employes, but 
the situation is acute.

“The census,’ said Mr. Higgins, “really 
should be taken by city blocks, to be ac- 
curate. Under that system there would 
be no difficulty about knowing exactly the 
population of various political divisions and 
é6ubdivisions. Heretofore, when ward lines 
were followed, the population of litical 
districts could be arrived at only by esti- 
mates, and were not at all accurate, be- 
cause, in many cases, the boundary lines 
ran through houses and jots and alleys.

SENT BACK TO APPEALS COURT.

agreed with the directors to dismiss his

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MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY ADVISED 
TO RBOOGNIZE IT. | 


OPINION BY MR. F. N. JUDSON. 


Delegate Faulkner Consulted an At- 
torney as to the Pending Duty of 
the House of Delegates. 


? 

Mr. H. A. Faulkner, member of the House 
of Delegates from the Twenty-third Ward, 
presented to the Assembly Tuesday night 
an opinion by Attorney Frederick N. Jud- 
son on the police bill which will become 
@ law on Aug. B®. The opinion was fur- 
nished in response to a request from Mr. 


Faulkner, who desired to know whether 
the Assembly should now take cognizance 
of the coming law. Mr. Judson’s opinion 
follows: 

“You ask my opinion upon the following 
State of facts: The General Assembly of 
Missouri! has enacted a law repealing the 
act of March 27, 1861, organizing the St. 
Louis Police Board and acts amendatory 
thereof, and organizing the police force of 
St. Louis on a new basis, fixing the num- 
ber and compensation of the officers and 
members of the force, and making the 
maintenance upon that basis mandatory 
upon the municipal authorities. Under the 
Constitution this act takes effect and goes 
into force 9 days after the adjournment 
of the General Assembly, to-wit, on Aug. 
20, 1889. The number of the force and the 
scale of salaries fixed in this act call for 
an increased expenditure over that required 
by the present force. 

“The Municipal Assembly, through its 
committees, with the assistance of the 
Comptroller, is now engaged in preparing 
the usual annual appropriation bill, ap- 
propriating and setting aside the city reve- 
nues to be collected during the present fis- 
cal year ending in April next, to the dif- 
ferent objects of municipal expenditure. 
The Board of Police Commissioners have 
advised the City Comptroller that it will 
be their duty on and after Aug. 20 to main- 
tain the police force in accordance with 
the law of the State then taking effect, 
and requests that provision be made in the 
annua] appropriation bill for the mainte- 
nance of the force after Aug. DW on the 
a required by the law then to take ef- 

ect. 

“Upon this state of facts, you ask my 
opinion whether the members of the Muni- 
cipal Aseembly are now bound to take 
notice of this act which has not yet taken 
effect, in their annual appropriation, and 
whether, if they do not make such pro- 
vision for the force in their appropriations, 
on the basis required by the new act for 
that part of the fiscal year subsequent to 
August 2th, the duty of making such pro- 
vision can be enforced against the Muni- 
cipal Assembly and the other municipal au- 
thorities when the act.does take effect, 
despite the fact that the entire revenues 
of the city for the fiscal year have been ap- 
propriated to other purposes, including the 
 ~igeenes of the police force on the old 

asia. 

“It Is true that until] August 2th, when 
the act takes effect under the Constitution, 
no action can be enforced thereunder. Al- 
though the members of the Municipal As- 
sembly are bound to take notice, as are 
all citizens, that such will be the law on 
and after August 20th, and this delay of 
ninety days fixed by the Constitutfon is 
for the very purpose of enabling citizens to 
conform thelr action to the coming change 
in the law by an needful preparation, 
this is a duty which rests only upon con- 
science and cannot be judicially enforced 
before the law actually takes effect. There 
is no power, therefore, which can prevent 
the members of the Municipal Assembly 
from appropriating all the city revenues 
for the entire year, regardless of the law 
taking effect August 20th requiring another 
and different expenditure of municipal 
revenues but such ignoring of the coming 
change in the law will be at their peril. 
Thus the Supreme Court of Minnesota gaid 
in Stein vs. Hennett, 13 Minn. 153, where 
a law was not to take effect until some 
time after its enactment: 

As a public law, although part of ite provisious 

ake immediate effect, all persons are re- 
sees from its approval, or at least from its pub- 
lication (there being a statute in Minnesota re- 
quiring publication) to take notice of its existence 
and terms, and that at the time appointed its pro- 
visions would be operative for all purposes. 

While, therefore, there is no method prior 
to August 20th, of enforcing this duty, it is 
olear that when the act does take effect on 
August 20th it will be enforceaole upon the 
municipal authorities, including the mem- 
bers of the Municipal Assembly, despite any 
prior appropriation in the oneral appro- 
priation act of the muntelpal revenues for 
the present fiscal year. hua, under Sec- 
tion 13 of the act in question, the Municipal) 
Assembly, when the amount necessary for 
the maintenance of the force for the fiscal 
year ts certified, is required to set apart 
the amount so certified as a primary charge 
upon the revenues of the city, after cdleduct- 
ing the amounts required for interest, the 
sinking fund, the City Hospital, the Healtn 
Department, and the amount required for 
lighting the city. All other city expendi- 
tures are made subject to this paramount 
charge for maintaining of the public peace. 
It is also provided that the certificates of 
the Board of their pay-rolls and other ex- 
penese shall be duly paid by the proper dis- 

ursing officer or officers of the city within 
five days after being audited out of any 
moneys in the city treasury not appropri- 
ated to the epecific purposes above enume- 
rated, that is to say, to the interest, — 
fund, Hospital an Health Department an 
city -—y This provision of the statute 
fs almost identical tn language with the 
resent law, which has been In force eince 
861, and harmonizes with the city charter, 
which provides, Article XVI., Section 16: 

All claims against the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, including ealaries, shall be paid out of 
the Olty Treasury in the same manner as other 
claims against the ay are paid, and said claims 
shall be certified to by the President and Se-- 
retary of said board and audited as provided in 
this charter for the claims against the city: and 
all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with or 
in conflict with this section are hereby repealed. 

“Thus the maintenance of the public 
peace through the police force, on the basie 
and with the compeusation specifical! 
prescribed by the State will be, on pare | 
after August 2th, a primary charge upon 
the revenues of the en subject only to 
the exceptions stated. he duty of main- 
taining the force under the act is made 
enforceable by summary proceedings by 
mandamus, and by the further penalties 
denounced in Section 14 of the act, including 
Giaqualification of any city official failing or 
or neglecting to perform the duties imposed 
upon him by the act. The appropriation 
or setting apart now of the City’s entire 
estimat revenue, before the act takes ef- 
fect, amounts to nothing more than the au- 
thorigzation by the es assembly, as 
the legislative authority of the city, to the 
executive officers to apply the sums named 
out of the estimated revenues for the year 
to the apecified objects of expenditure. But 
no vested rights are created by the act of 
appropriation. Until the money is actual) 
expended, or contracted to be expended, 
the appropriations remain under the con- 
trol of the legislative power. As is well 
known, the bulk of the city revenues for 
the fiscal year are not collected until long 
after August 20th, eo that on that date it 
is clear that the prior authorization of the 
municipal assembly to the executive offi- 
Clalg of the city can constitute no defense 
to the performance of the duty imposed 
by the public law of the State. 

“This principle was clearly established 
for all time in this State in the case of the 
State ex rel. Police Commissioners vs. St. 
Louls County Court, % Mo. 346, decided in 
184. The Genera! Assembly by the act of 
Feb. 6, 1864, required the county of St. Louls 
to pay one-fourth or the whole expenses of 
the St. Louis police force for the year 1864 
and for each year thereafter, and required 
the County Court of the county toe from 
time to time appropriate money out of the 
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County Treasury for that expense, and au- 
thorized the Board of Police Commissioners 
to make requisition upon the county for 
that one-fourth. The Board of Police Com- 
missioners made such requisition on the 
i8th of February, 1844, only 18 days after the 
approval of the act, for the one-fourth of 
the police expenses for the months of Jan- 
uary and February, 1844. The County Court 
refused to pay, claiming that there was no 
money in the County Treasury that could 
be legally appropriated for that purpose, the 
money having been raised by taxes for cer- 
tain specific purposes, and could not be dl- 
verted. But the Supreme Court held that 
this was immaterial, that the county was 
an agency of the State Government and 
that its control of the county revenues was 
subject to the paramount iegislative wiil. 
That the act as the later expression of the 
legislative will controlled the public moneys 
heretofore collected, and peremptory n:an- 
damus was ordered, This case has been 
repeatédly cited and approved, and it was 
said in the City of St. Louis vs. Shields, 52 
Mo. 35, referring to this case, that it was 
established that the Legislature could di- 
rect the mode in which the countys rev- 
enues could be used or applied to revenues 
already possessed, it was certainly a much 
stronger case when appiied to a case where 
nothing had been reduced to possession 
and only existed in the future. 

“I answer your questions therefore, that 
prior to August 7%, when the act takes 
effect, the duty devolving upon the 
Municipal Assembly of recognizing the com- 
ing change in the law cannot be judicta 
enforced, but that such duty resting up 
them, as upon al! citizens, will be disre- 
garded at their peril, and that such ap- 
propriation will be wholly nugatory on and 
after the act takes effect in qefeating the 
legislative will. The act can ‘then be en- 
forced as a paramount charge upon the 
city revenues thereafter to be collected dur- 
ing the present fiscal year, subject only to 
the payments provided for in the act, not- 
withstanding a prior declaration by the city 
to its officers for a different appropria- 
tion. In the maintenance of the public 
peace, the municipal government is but an 
agency of the State government, and the 
will of the sovereign must prevail. 

“T need not say that the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of the legislative action cannot now 
be discussed. Whether in the judgment of 
the city officials the basis for the number 
and pay of the force is unreasonable, or 
that an undue burden is placed upon the 
city in view of its other demands—all such 
questions bear only upon the policy of the 
law, and can have no bearing upon the 
duty of obeying and enforcing the law. 
The remedy for any mistake must be found 
in the Legislature. If the act was a valid 
exercise of the legislative power, whether 
wise or not, the willLof the sovereign must 
be obeyed, and it cannot be defeated by 
any action or non-action of the municipal 
authorities.
